Vester Ward, Faunsdale, Ala, feed sup- 
ply dealer, who is putting up the new plant 
was asked this question Friday. His answer 
was a compliment to farmers in this area 
and an individual who has been prominent 
in Elba business circles for many years, 

It might seem strange that the fact 
that practically all farmers in this area 
stack their peanuts to dry them before 
shaking is important, but it is, That was the 
main tactor in the construction of the Pea 
River Milling Co. in Elba. With a good mar- 
ket for feed to dairymen around Birming- 
ham, Mr, Ward had to find an area where 
peanut hay was of high quality. Year in and 
year out the hay is best where it is stacked 
—as it is around here, 

In parts of Georgia and many other 
areas farmers wind row their peanuts be- 
fore shaking. They save on labor this way 
but sacrifice the quality of their hay in case 
it rains while the hay is in the field. Conse- 
quently, when hay is to be ground for feed, 
a mill man wants stacked hay, Farmers in 
Coffee County and surrounding territory 
‘ai provide good hay. 

Before deciding on Elba as the location 
or his mill, Mr. Ward visited several pos- 
ible sites in Alabama and Georgia. When 
he came to Elba, he talked to Jake Mor- 
row. Mr. Morrow proved instrumental in 


| helping influence Mr, Ward to locate in Elba 


When asked what the new Pea River 


| Milling Company would mean to this trade 


territory, Mr. Ward came up with some in- 
teresting information, 

His investment in the plant and mach- 
inery runs near the $77,000 mark, he said. 
Equipment to grind the feed and otherwise 
process it cost in the neighborhood of 
$40,000 while around $87,000 will go into 
the construction of buildings. He plans to 
be able to store 10,000 tons of hay and 1,000 
tons of corn. 


Kinston Sewing Plant Expanding 

Coffee County's first community ef- 
fort at providing a building for a new in- 
dustry seems to be working out well in 
Kinston. Over a year ago businessmen and 
farmers in the community erected a plant 
for the Billy Boy Manufacturing Co. in New 
York. It was a tremendous effo:t for a small 
community and has not been without its 
problems, 

However, there are now 125 persons 
employed at the Kinston Manufacturing 
Co, and the place is bursting at the seams 
with orders. Because the space is not big 
enough to handle the volume of business 
being pumped into it, Barney Pruzan of New 
York, owner of the Billy Boy trade mark, 
is planning to more than couble floor space 


|in the plant. 


Now operating in a building 50 X 200 
feet, a new addition of 75 X 200 feet has 


j been started. The foundation was poured 


last week. Plans currently call for installa- 
tion of 100 more machines and hiring of 
100 more operators. 

Billy Mullins, manager, said Thursday 
he believes they will start moving into their 
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Pea River Milling Company's most im. 
portant service will be in providing tfar- 
mers an outside of the county market tor 
their hay and corn, However, the service of 
custom grinding feed and selling Nturena 
feeds will compete with other established 
businesses here, Mr. Ward said ihe was in- 
stalling two mills, a corn sheller, three mix- 
ers and two molasses blenders. Fifteen tons 
of feedstuff can be processed every hour in 
his two mills, he stated, Quick service on 
custom grinding is promised all customers 
of the Pea River Mill, Mr. Ward said. 

Of most ir-portance, though, is the 
fact that the Faunsdale feed supply dealer 
has a big market outside of Coffee County 
for his products, Corn and hay purchased 
and processed into dairy feed here will be 
shipped to the northern part of the state, 
thus giving local farmers a new outlet for 
their products. Mr, Ward predicted that he 
would do a million dollar a year business 
When it comes to buying and selling feeds 
at his Elba mill, (For many years he and 
his son have operated the Ward Feed Sup- 
ply at Faunsdale so the management of the 
Pea River Milling Co. knows where it is 
going.) While the mill has considerable 
storage space, Mr. Ward hopes to ship the 
mixed feeds almost as fast as they are pro- 
cessed, Considerable money should go into 
pockets of farmers in this area as a result 
because Mr, Ward said he thought he would 
be able to buy every bit of peanut hay of- 
fered for sale in the county. 

The employment picture will be helped 
here, too, by the Pea River Milling Co. Un- 
der the management of Jack Bryant, a nat- 
ive of Coffee County, the feed mill has a 
potential working force of 20 men. Local 
men will be hired as they are needed, Mr. 
Ward said. 

While formal opening of the plant is 
still two weeks off, we want to welcome Mr. 
Ward to Elba and thank him for picking the 
town as a site for expanding his feed sup- 
ply business. We hope his operation will be 
profitable and his relations with the people 
in the community amicable. The operation 
is certainly a boost to the area’s economy 
and folks here realize Mr. Ward has shown 
faith in Elba by investing his money here. 


Capacity 
expanded quarters in about three months. 
The structure is to be built from concrete 
blocks and is being financed by Billy Boy 
Co., he said. 

One of the problems that has come up 
in Kinston is water supply. Just last week 
the well was completed with what promises 
to be a sufficient supply of water. It had to 
be drilled to 520 feet before a “producing 
strata” was reached. In comparison, Elba’s 
new well is about 380 feet deep and has one 
of the best flows of water the drilling con- 
tractor ever found in Alabama. 

The people in Kinston are to be con- 
gratulated on starting and seeing this pro- 
ject through. There have been and will con- 
tinue to be problems in the operation. But 
because of efforts of the people in that com- 
munity, the economy of Coffee County and 
surrounding territory has benefited. We 
ave sure there has been considerable sacri- 
fice on the part of a few but we are not 
close enough to the operation to know who 
should receive credit for the approximate 
$70,000 payroll released in the county every 
two weeks.

| ute”, but certain weather factors DO play 


1 part in fishing results. 

To aid those who have a hankering to 
ish with a thermometer in the tackle box

ffer the following weather facts for ang- 
‘ers, 

1. During the summer, pay close at- 


| tention to the passage of cold fronts. Ex- 


cellent results are obtained by fishing in the 
ain when such a front is passing overhead. 

2. Fishing is bet on a high or rising 
barometer, and is poorest when the baro- 
metric pressure is low or falling. 

3. A barometer reading of 29.90 (equi- 
valent sea level pressure) is average. Fish- 
ing is generally good above this figure and 
poor below.

7. On clear, hot, summer days, espe- 
cially when the weather is sultry, fish on 
the bottom with bait or deep running arti- 
ficial lures. 

8. Statistics indicate that most game 
fish strike best between the new moon and 
the first quarter or between the last quar- 
ter and the change. 

Experienced fishermen know and abide 
by these weather rules, but they also real- 
ize that koth weather and fish are unpre- 
dictable.
